I should say that the position of the furnace was not 
very carefully planned. 


One of the locks on the door does not work 
and an ordinary hook and eyelet are used. This 
arrangement is far from ornamental.

The Separate School Inspector, in a report 
on bis visit to the Kaboni Indian Day Schooi in May, last, 
draws attention to the condition of the furnace. e 
states that it smokes badly, owing to the emoke stack 
having a complete "U* turn in it, which, no doubt, accounts 
for the smoking. He also states that one of the locks on 
the door does not work and an ordinary hook and eyelet are 
used, and that this arrangement is far from ornamental. 


I have to request that you will make an 
examination of the smoke stack of the furnace, with a view 
to improving its condition and placing same in good order. 
Gould not this smoke stack be straightened and a good 
draft obtained, in order to carry off the smoke. You 
should furnish a report regarding this matter, stating 
what vou would recomsend be done to overcome the present 
difficulty. 


You should also arrange to have the lock on 
the door referred to by the Inspector repaired, or a new 


lock installed.

I am in receipt of Departmental Letter 
No. 19-2-5 of the 30th ultimo with reference 
to the report made by the Separate School 
Inspector regarding the condition of the 
furnace in the Kaboni Day School, and in reply 
I have the honour to report that this morning 
a mechanic and myself paid a visit to this school 
a made a thorough examination of this furnace 
and found that all the dampers which control the 
drafts had been kept closed, loaded with ashes 
and left so long in that condition that they are 
now twisted and will not open. It may be the case 
that the furnace will have to be taken apart and 
new dampers installed, but before doing this an 
effort will be made to have them straightened by 
means of a blowterch.. 


There does not appear to be anything wrong 
with the smoke stack, and during the past has had 
plenty of draft, and no doubt but it would have 
ample draft at the present time if the dampers 
were made use of properly. 


The hook and eyelet which locks the door 
on the entrance to the cellar way will be taken 
off and a new lock installed.

The Department will approve of you arranging for 
the purchase and installation of a new furnace, of the type 
end capacity that would be adequate to properly heat the 
budlding. I enclose an encumbrance certificate, authorizing 
an expenditure to an amount not exceeding $130 In the pur- 
chase and installation of the furnace. When the furnace 
has been installed to your satisfaction, you should obtain 
an account, in triplicate, stating in detail the type of 
furnace purchased. This account, you should attach to 
proper voucher forms, certify in the usual manner and for- 
ward for payment. Please state, on each copy of your 
voucher, that the expenditure was incurred under authority 
of E. R. No. 3466. 


Regarding the renovation of the ceilings and 
interior wal of the classrooms and teacher's residence, 
I have to say that the Department will approve of an 
expenditure not exceeding $50 in the purchase of material 
and for the labour in giving the walle and ceiling two 
coats of muresco and the woodwork, a coat of ofl. Indian 
labour should be utilized as fer as possible, if satis- 
factory. You should obtain an account, in triplicate 
covering the cost of the material and vouchers, in trip- 
licate, for the labour. The numbers of days or hours 
employed and the rate paid should be etated. 


The inetallation of the furnace and the renov- 
ation of the interior of the classroom and teacher's 
residence should be carried out during the present sumer 
holidays. The Department will leave the above work in 
your hands. You should see that all is satisfactorily 
completed and at the lowest possible cost.

With reference to Departmental Letter No, 19-2-5 
of the I7th instant,in regard to the report of the 
Separate School Mnspector on the Kaboni Indian Day 
School, I have the honour to report thatanew flag 
pole should be sup lied as the one which has been in 
use during the past had become in such state of 
deterioration that it is of no further use. A new 
pole, pulley and sufficient rope will cost $6.00. 


A portion of the piping which carries the water 
away from the eavestroughing is in a state of bad 
repair. The cosy of having the necessary repairs 
carried out will not exceed $3.00. 


With regard to the belfry, I have to report that 
that this belfry has given more or less trouble since 
the school building was erected over twenty years ago. 
‘Mm different occasions it has been under repairs, and 
during the las% spring past further repairs were carried 
out, but it is still ina leaky condition. The only 
sohution I can see, is to have this belfry replaced by 
a new one, the cost of material and labour would amount 
to approx. $30.00. 


The toilets require a few minor repairs, glass for 
three small windows and a latch for one door. The cost of 
placing these building in a good state of repair will not 
exceed $5.00.

I have ‘your letter of the 11th instant, with 
reference to the new furnace required for use at the 
Kaboni Indian Day Sohool. It is noted that the cost 
of supplying a furnace that would be suitable to properly 
heat the building will cost $228 net, delivered on Manit- 
owaning wharf; also that there will be the cost of trans- 
portation of the furnace to the school and labour in 
rebuilding the brick casing around the furnace, which 
will amount to $15. There is, therefore, an extra 
amount of $113 over the sum authorized for the purpose 
in official letter of July 12th, last. 


As it ie necessary to have a furnace of a size 
and type that will be satisfactory to heat the building, 
the Department will approve of your inourring the extra 
expenditure. It is noted that the total cost of supplying 
the furnace, freighting same to the school and the install- 
ation will amount to $243. We are obtaining an Enoumbrance 
here for the extra amount required.

It was necessary to have these repairs 
carried out without delay as the .roof of this building 
was in a bad state of repair on account of being 
damaged by fire, and had to be given attention vefore 
any wet weather would set in, 


On the 23rd of the last month,past,a fire 
broke out on the roof of this building during school 
hours, Through good work of the teacher, pupils and 
a few Indian neighbours living close to the school, 
they were able to extinguish the fire before much 
damage was done, Approx, ten feet square was destroyed 
to such an extent that it had to be replaced by new 
material, but it was given attention immediately and 
now it is in a state of good repair. During the excite- 
ment among the members working at the fire the handle 
bearer of the well pump was broken and had to be replaced 
by a new one, 


The cause of this fire is not known as the 
chimney is a brick structure with the flue lined with 
glazed tite and is in first class condition. It is th 
that a live spark from the chimney fell on the dry ced 
shingles as there is not any other way this fire could 
have started,

With further reference to obtaining a 
water supply at the above school, I have located 
three Indians who will undertake the work at .60¢ 
per hour, $1.00 per hour for man end team, 


From careful study of dug wells in the 
vicinity, I would judge it will be approximately 
twelve feet to the rock. The soil is heavy clay 
and it 16 considered unlikely that we will locate 
any particular vein of water in this type of soil. 

I would consider therefore it is most important 

to have the well large in diamter as the condensa- 
tion of moisture from the clay soil during the hot 
Weather will be about the only source of replenshing 
the water supply. 


It is difficult to estimate just what the 
cost will be but the Indians demand payment at least 
once a week, In this type of soil and for a well 
of large diameter, I would suggest the customary 
stone cribbing as most satisfactory and a cedar 
platform over the top, 


I would suggest $200.00 as a maximum 
figure and would be pleased to have an advance ag 
early as possible, 


During Mr. Neary's visit to the Agency in 
M it was agreed I believe, to have the classroom 
cel ing repainted and a wall-board of some kind 
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4netalled on one room in living quarters. Miss 
Leblanc mentioned ten-test which I find aifficult 
to secure here and would suggest Gyproc as superior 
to ten-test or Ineul board and can be obtained 
locally from C.W. Hinds. 


The materiale have been included:on & 
requisition already submitted and I would estimate 
$125.00 for labour on this work which may be 
included with advance to dig the well.

The Department has, for some time, been giving 
consideration to the services being performed by Mr. 
H. D. Watte, teacher of the Kettle Point Indian Day 
School. It ie now considered, in view of his advanced 
age and in the interests of the Indian children at this 
school, that a change should be made in the teaching 
services for the next school year, beginning September 
1, 1933. While Mr. Watte hae given faithful service, 
4t 19 thought that the general tone of the school snd 
advancement of the children would be improved if the 
services of a younger teacher, having the necessary 
qualifications, were obtained. 


I have, therefore, to request that you will 
inform Mr. Watte that hie services will not be 
required after the end of the present school year, 
viz., the 30th instant. Mr. Watts should vacate 
the residence, moving hie personal belongings, not 
later than the middle of August, next, after which 
time you should make an inventory of the Government 
property on hand and forward same to the Department. 
You should see that the school property is well 
secured until a new teacher arrives. 


It will be necessary to obtain a teacher to 
succeed Mr. Watts, and I would request that you take 
up the matter with the provincial school inspector 
with a view to nominating the services of a qualified 
teacher - one having at least second class professional 
qualifications. You will be aware as to whether it 
4s preferable to engage a male or female teacher for 
this school. The name, qualifications and experience 
of any applicants received by you, with your recommend- 
ation, should be submitted to the Department in due time. 
It 1s considered, as our funds are limited, that the 
services of a fully qualified teacher could be obtained 
at a salary of $80 per teaching month, lese the 10 per- 
cent during the present fiscal year.

Mr. Dill first began duties as teacher of the 
Sucker Creek Indian Day School on September lst, 1931, at 
a@ salary of $90 a teaching month. He continued at this 
school until June 50th, 1933, and was then transferred to 
the Kettle Point indian Day School, At that time, the 
salary rating at the Kettle Point School was $850 and we 
could only allow Mr. Dill this amount. 


Last year, you approved increasing Mr. Dill's 
salary from $850 a year to $900 a year, effective from 
April lst, 1936. 


Reports received indicate that Mr. Dill is doing 
very good work at Kettle Point and i would, therefore, 
recommend that his salary be increased from $900 to $950 
& year, effective September lst, 1937, the beginning of the 
next academic year.

2. That a.m., accompanied by Cst.H.A.Dawson, I 
atrolled per Pol.Chev.,Coach,Code #2585, to the Kettle Point 
nd@an Reserve to investigate the complaint. First going to 
the Greenburg home, I found there were four of them claiming 

to have seen Herb. ,Wettlaufer attempt to hit Alfred Greenburg 
with a baseball bat - which they turned over to me. Alfred told 
me the bottle of Gin got smashed when they were trying to get 
it away from him. 


3. Going to the School-house, we found the 
benches moved back, the doors open and Mrs.Grant Milligan (an 
Indian woman whom Greenburg claims he saw sitting in at the 
party with a glass of liquor in her hand) in charge of the 
place and cleaning up after the party. She informed me that 
she was Mr.Dill's house-keeper and denied any knowledge of the 
goings-on the night previous. Examination of the School-room 
showed signs of the party by stains and blood on the floor, 
bearing out the Indians claim of a fight. At the door leading 
outside were hanging strips of wood upon which was found a 
considerable amount of black hair. Alfred Greenburg claimed 
they held him by the hair and beat him at the door. 


4. A search of the place was made and while 
no liquor was found, there were a considerable number of empty 
beer bottles in the teacher's residence, which is built onto 
the School-house and is connected with the olass-room by a 
door.

I have been giving considerable thought to that unfortunate 
affair at Kettle Point. I am inclined to think that Mr. Dill has 
been the victim of a newspaper trial. At any rate, after making 
numerous inquiries from friends of mine who reside in the neighbo 
hood of Kettle Point I believe that the story which he tells is sub- 
stantially correct. He had a perfectly respectable dinner party-- 
nine white people. One of his guests, Mr. Duncan Butler, engaged 
Wetlaufer to drive him from Ipperwash to the school. When Wetlaufer 
called for Mr. Butler about 10 o'clock he came into the school and 
brought Shepherd with him, 


I doubt very much if he has ever had a drinking party in the 
school or in his apartments. People who are intimate with the people 
on the Reserve assure me that they had never heard a whisper of any- 
thing of that kind. And they feel that if rumors of that kind ware. 
in circulation they would have heard them, 


The young man has succeeded in getting the Indians, both men 
and women, interested in the school. That the interest is real is 
evident from the fact that they have been paying out their own money 
to provide music in the school. They paid to provide transportation 
for the children to the musical festival and they are paying for a 
piano, I regard this as a very remarkable achievement. 


I have no desire to advise you how gou should deal with th 
matter. I do not know what you ought to do. If he still holds 
confidence and esteem of his pupils and of the people on the Reg 
I presume you will have less difficulty in reaching a decision,

All 
the guests at this party were aleo convicted under Section 130 
of the Indian Act. 


lewapaper clippings that have been forwarded to us 
indieate that thie case received very wide publicity in south- 
western Ontario. The Police Nagistrate criticised kr. Dili 
very severely. 


be. Dill has been in our employ for the past 8 years 
as he was first employed at the Sucker Creek Indian Day School 
and for the past 4 years at the Kettle Point School. 48 a 
teacher, his services have been quite satisfactory. 


However, in view of the publicity given this case 
and the further fact thet he was convicted under a Section of 
the Indian Act, I feel that the Department hee no alternative 
than te dispense with hie services. If hie employment is 
continued, it ic probable that euch action would have a bad 
effect, not only on the Indiane but on other Indian school 
teachers. In addition, the mt ies quite likely to be 
subject to criticiem from oute de sources. 


With the above in mind, I therefore recommend that 
lr. D412 be edvieed that hie services will not be required 
after December 31, 1937, and I would appreciate receiving 
your concurrence In order that Mr. Dill may be so notified

I have seen Mr. Down and have asked for time to 
communicate with you before giving him a reply. 


I have simply one request to make - that whatever 
action you take be with-held until the end of the academic 
year in June. 


My principle reasons are: 
1. I have been carrying on experimental work, as you know, 
in social studies and the sciences, I have arrived at the 
stage where my results are giving the information which I 
need to standardize and evaluate the work. Naturally, an 
interruption at this point would mean a serious set-back 
to that work. 


2. The work and accomplishments of the Teachers' Association 
has been on the greatest interest to me. To this date I 

have carried on the Executive work practically alone because 
of the difficulty of distance between members. As I explained 
to you in my report of last month I accepted the Presidency 
for only one more year with the understanding that I should 
gradually pass the management on to the members of the 
Executive - especially to Mr. Daly who succeeds me as 
President. 


3. My leaving at this time would make it virtually impossible 
to go into another school and thus the only training that 
I have would be useless to me, 


I have given my work in the Department always as 
a work of devotion and have attacked it with every power and 
energy at my command. Through the winters I have given my 
own leisure to the community life of the Reserve in keeping 
the school open. I have never hesitated to supply the 
financial backing to this work or to the extra-curricular 
activities of the students. 
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I think that I can carry on without any ill- 
effects to the school as the attendance has kept up and 
there is no evidence of unrest. 


If you are able to consider a postponement of 
your decision in the light of the above I shall be grate- 
ful.

I have visited all schools in the Ageney and will 
continue my reports on the progress as I find it. You will 
remember in my report for the month of February I said I was 
disappointed. I am still a little disappointed with Kettle 
& Stony Point Schools. I do not attribute this entirely to 
the teachers although I think sometimes they get a little 
discouraged. The percentage of children with any inclination 
to learn is small. The others show an utter disregard. I 
had a long talk with Mr. Howard, the teacher of Kettle Point 
School, and he tells me he has been taking a mental I.Q. of 
the Indians at Kettle Point School and he finds they have an 
average of sixty. Whether or not this is an excuse, I am not 
prepared to say. I am of the opinion that more effort should 
be made to memorize their work. It is appalling! You go 
over a lesson thoroughly--you ask the class a question-- give 
them the answer--review the lesson in the next five minutes 
and they can't answer. 


Kettle Point was the dummy school for the month of 
February. Stong Point showed some signs of improvement al- 
though I think they had concentrated on Lambton Country the 
whole month. But even at that if progress can be made we are 
at least accomplishing a little. The children at St. Clair 
are so much more advanced and have a good knowledge of their 
lessons. With the exception of two or three, any question 
is readily answered although I am told the Provincial In- 
spector’s report on St. Clair School is not very good. I am 
inelined to think there is a little vindictiveness in his 
reports. He and Mr.Smith have clashed on occasions. I 
thought of asking Mr, Howard and Mr. Tompkins to outline their 
lessons in the form of stories. It may help them to memorize, 
and instead of attmmpting a general knowledge, to concentrate 
on one subject until they have learned it thoroughly. What 
think you? Or would it interfere with the school curriculum 
as laid down by the Protince? Reading and arithmetic can be 
classed about the same --St. Clair quite good, Kettle & Ston 
Point fair to bad. The writing in all schools is exceptional. 
There are some beautiful writers. This only tends to streng- 
them my opinion on manual and vocational training. They seo 
something through the eye and catch on quickly. Writing, 
painting, drawing, whittling with a jack knife or using tools 
of any kind are some of the things they love to do; but give 
them a mathematical or -eographical lesson and they are not 
interested. Compared with February, I would say there is a 
little improvement.

Deer Sir: 


All schools have been visited and I am happy to 
report a decided improvement in all grades. It was my 
pleasure to meet Inspector Edwards of the Provincial Educa- 
tional Department at Kettle Point School. After a short 
lesson with the children and a discussion with the teacher, 
it was decided a definite improvement had been made and the 
Inspector was very much impressed with the eagemess of the 
children to answer questions, although he seemed to emphasize 
the need for more academic training. I still question the 
advisability of this as far as our Indian population is mn- 
cerned, and still question the assimilation of the subject 
matter rather than the memorizing of the subject. In fact, 

I think the greatest benefit th the greatest number of our 
Indian children could be achieved by a greater concentration 
on Manual and Vocational training. However, to carry on this 
type of work successfully one needs rather more than the 
allotted amount, ulso at least a part-time teacher qualified 
in the arts of Manual Training. But, I realize at this time 
the restricted funds available for this purpose.

SCHOOLS: 


All schools have been visited and with the closing 
for the summer holidays, I think, perhaps, a short report on 
the term progress and management would be appropriate. “he 
pupils and teachers together with myself have found our 
monthly lessons and tests of some benefit. Whether or not 
the benefits will be carried through the vacation period is 
another question. Three months is a long time for any child 
to be out of school and almost a cahamity for an Indian. 
However, we can only hope to pick up from where we left off. 


Kettle Point with Mr, Vivan Howard las shown at 
least one outstanding accomplishment, that is an appreciable 
increase of pupils. He now has 42 on the roll. This, 
in itself, until the young pupils adjust themselves, has a 
tendency to distract the attention of the other classes, 

The attendance at this sxhool has fallen back during the last 
month. Mr. Howard thinks this may, in part, be attributed to 
the fact that we have dispensed with the Truant Officer 

Just what is wrong at this school 1 do not know. ‘The children 
are not disciplined and a lack of co-operation is very 
noticeable. ‘this is not the fault of Mr. Howard. TI think he 
has made every effort to co-operate with the children and 
parents but he has had occasion to check several of the chil- 
dren and in some cases send them home to be cleaned up. This, 
of course, has been resented. However, in the academic studies 
I think the children have made worthwhile pregress. In manual 
and vocational training I do not hink “r, Howard is very in- 
terested. He claims to be a modern artist. Should that mean 
anything to our Indian school? I am not sure. Certainly the 
school is well placarded with art.

Checking back over the months of 1941 and from any my 
personal observations I would say the progress made is fair, 
at least, compared with other years and the type of pupil to 
work on, The children attending the St. Clair sehool on the 
Sarnia Reserve seem to be a superior type to the Kettle & 
Stony Point children. Why this should be I do not know. In 
discussing conditions and the problems of the Teachers one 
is led to believe that the teaching of Indian children is 
roserved fer martyrs of the profession, 


However, throughout the year a steady program of 
the academic curriculum has been followed and wherever pos- 
sible, under the limited facilit@es, manual and vocational 
training has been given. 


Kettle & Stony Point continues to lag behind with 
& noticeable lack of co-operation between parents and te \chers. 
The end of 1941 is no better than the end of 1940. The at- 
tendance and interest at Stony Point does not justify a 
school. This question was taken up during the summer holi- 
days and a promise of regular attendance was assured. I an 
afraid it was an empty promise, 


Very little has been spent in the repair,and upkeep 
of any of the schools in the agency, but I am hoping some

I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
24th instant, in which you intimate that the teacher 
of the Kettle Point Day Sehool is of the opinion that 
the use of Eastern Standard Time would be more satis- 
factory if adopted at our Indian day schools, 
particularly during the winter months. 


You can readily appreciate the desire on 
the part of the Department to have school hours 
uniform throughout the Dominion. We have nothing 
on file to indicate that the present hours are not 
reasonably satisfactory to Indian parents and to 
our Indian day school teachers. 


If, however, you are of the opinion that a 
change in the hours of instruction would be helpful 
from the standpoint of attendance, the Department 
can see no serious objection to this change being 
made. My personal opinion is that you should avoid, 
as far as possible, references to Eastern Stendard 
Time and Daylight Saving Time. If you decide to 
make a change you should simply state that school 
will operate from 10 to 5 instead of from 9 to 4 
as is now the case.

AGENT'S REPORT FOR MONTH OF DECEMBER.

The school attendance at Kettle Point remains 
unsatisfactory. ‘This situation is due chiefly to lack of 
co-operation between parents and teacher. Mr. Howard, the 
teacher, means well and is sincere but the Indian parents do 
not understand some of his actions. If all children of school 
age now residing at Kettle Point were to attend regularly, the 
accomodation .t the school would be jnadequate. Pupils attend 
the St Clair school on the Sarnia reserve quite regularly. 
School activities under the supervision of Mrs. Thompson, 4 
newly appointed teacher, appear to be running smoothly. The 
new furnace previously ordered for heating the St Clair school has 
not yet been installed and natural gas is still being used for 
heating purposes. I have bee advised by the firm authorized to 
supply the new furnace that such will be delivered early in 
January. Children at both Kettle Point and St Clair schools 
participated in the annual Christmas Concerts which were held in 
conjunction with Church activities.

At Kettle Point Indian Day School attendance was low 
due to stormy weather, illness, home help, and lack of 
cooperation by the parents who do not take the matter of school

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St. Clair and Kettle Point Indian Day Schools were 
open throughout the month. The attendance at the St. Clair 
School was much lower than! usual due to the measles epidemic. 
At Kettle Point the attendance remained about the same, Mr. 
Howard, teacher ef Settle Point School, was immediately informed 
of the Departmental decision to dispense with his services at 
the end of June. Pending Departmental instructions, no aotion 
has been taken to seoure another teachers In view of the great 
scarcity of teachers, I believe we are going to experience cone 
siderable difficulty in procuring a fully qualified one. In my 
opinion, this matter should be given immediate Departmental 
attention as later on all teachers will have obtained schools. 
The teacher of the St. Clair School on the Sarnia Reserve has 
not a4@finitely made up her miad as to whether she will continue 


or not. She appears to be a very satisfactory teacher.

I was pleased to learn that the Vepartment |} been 
successful in securing the services of a teacher for the Kettle 
Point School. After inspecting the *chool, I find that it 
requires only a few minor repairs such as replacement of a few 
broken window panes, etc. The former teacher, Mr. Noward, has 
vacated the teacher's residence. ‘he school residence and 
garage were securely locked when he left but in spite 
some unknown person or persons gained entrance to the basement. 
No damage wesulted and only a few jars of fruit were stolen. 
'here is no 4ndian Constable at “ettle Point and f therefore 
asked a reliable Indian who lives near the school to guard the 
premises. There is a gang of exceedingly destructive and 
irresponsible Indian youths around Kettle Point who appear to 
take great delight in damaging and destroying property. It is 
practically impossible to apprehend them as they are very sly 
and Indians of the Reserve do not voluntarily offer any clues 


as to their identity.

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Day Sehools were open throughout the month. The 
attendance at Kettle Point has been excellent and the new 
teacher, Miss Fairservice, is doing remarkably well. In all 
matters connected with the sohool there has been a decided 
improvement and Miss Fairservice deserves a great deal of 
credit. The school is clean, tidy, and the pupils seem to 


have an entirely different attitude in comparison with last 


year. The teacher of the St. Clair School, Mrs. Thompson, 


submitted her resignation which is to be effective as from 
December 31, 1943. She has seoured a sohool in the white 
municipality near her home where the salary is much higher 
and the attendance smaller. I have already written the 
Department regarding this matter. In my opinion, it will be 
very difficult to seoure another teacher for the St. Clair 


School as teachers are very scarce at the present time.

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The St. Clair and Kettle Paint Day Schools were 
open in December, Excellent results are being achieved by 
the teacher at Kettle Point. Christmas entertainments were

St. Clair School resigned with effect December 31, 1943. On 


instructions from the Department I advertised for a teacher 
but no applications were received. To date the St. Clair 
Sohool is without a teacher.

Thompson would 
not have resigned if he had not oritioized her to the extent 
of publishing his views in the local paper.

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REPORT ON SARNTA INDIAN AGENCY FOR THE MO NTH OF JANUARY, 1944.

The Kettle Point indian Day School was open through=- 
out January with a satisfactory attendance reported by the 
teacher. Parents at Kettle Point appear more interested in 
the progress of their. children than they did last year. The 
improvement in the attitude and progress of the children is 
due almost entirely to the new teacher who is doing excellent 
work. The St. Clair Indian Day School on the Sarnia Reserve 
remained closed all month as no teacher was procured. About 
one fourth of the pupils who formerly attended the keserve 
school are now enrolled in various city schools. The city 
schools are accepting new pupils on a temporary basis pro- 
viding they pay $6.00 per month per pupils. If we seoure a 
teacher, these pupils will likely return to the St. Clair 
School to save fees and transportation difficulties. 
Recently, an application was received at this office from 
Miss Elford, a qualified teacher who has had considerable 
experience with Indian pupils at other Reserves. I have for- 
warded her written application to the Department for considera- 
tion. If appointed, Miss Elford would not be able to commence 
duties until about April lst, 1944.

At the ragular monthly Council Meeting of the Kettle 
Point Band held on March 9, 1944, the following Resolution was 
passed: 


"Moved by Chief Milliken, seconded by Thomas 
Bressette that this Council request the Department 
to provide an additional classroom at the Kettle 
Point School as the present classroom is not large 
enough to accomodate all pupils." 

Carried. 


At the present time, there is an enrolment of forty- 
eight at this school. Some members of the Band who have chil- 
dren of school age are working in white communities. If all of 
these families returned to the Reserve, the accomodation at 
Kettle Point School would certainly be inadequate. There is 


‘also one member of the Band living at Thedford who h@@ children 


of sehool age. It is expected that he will be taking up 
residence at Kettle Point in the near future and if so the 
enrolment will exceed fifty. 


During the past year, the teacher has been forced to 
seat two pupils in many desks. This is an undesirable situation 
and worke to the disadvantage of the pupils as well as the 
teacher. Miss Fairservice is of the opinion that the classroom 
at Kettle Point is overcrowded. After aster, I understand that 
several kindergarten pupils will be beginning which will further 
tax the seating accomodation. It is quite apparent that an 
additional classroom is needed at this school. Kindly advise if 
arrangements might be made whereby an addition could be built to 


the school in the near future. gyn

She is alone in the 
residence at Kettle Point with the result that she finds it

Dr. Corrigan, in a telegram received at 
this Branch, intimates that you might be interested in 
the position of teacher at the Kettle Point 2-room 
Indian Day School, Sarnia Azency, Ontario. 


The “ettle Point School is situated on 

the southern end of Lake Huron, 25 miles from Sarnia 
and 3 miles from Forest. Forest, I may state, is on 
the Canadian National line, running between Toronto and 
Sarnia. This school has been until now the ordinary 
Indian day school with teacher's residence attached, 
However, we have made arrangements for the construction 
of an additional room and it is our hope that this work 
will be undertaken and completed prior to September 1. 


In view of the acute shortage of teachers, 
we are naturally anxious to secure two teachers for this 
school, preferably a man and his wife. e would be 


prepared to pay $1,900 for the principal and #800 for the 
assistant, plus furnished residence, plus cost-of-living 
bonus in both cases. 


These Indians, with limited land resources 
in a well settled district, usually find employment in 
industries in Canada and in the United States. The 
\ courses of study provided are somewhat similar to the 
courses of study provided in the ordinary public sehool 
in Ontario. We would like, however, to secure a teacher 
who would be able to provide worthwhile vocational courses. 


This is a departmentally-operated school, 
that is to say, the teachers have not been, in the past, 
nominated by the church authorities. While we would be 
naturally anxious to secure your services for this school,

I have your letter 29-2-1 of August 4, 1945, with 
reference to procuring a teacher for the Senior room at 
Kettle Point Indian Day School. 


Mrs. Schuyler is being informed of the Departmental 
decision regarding her salary and we can, more or less, 
take it for granted that she will not wish to continue 
as teacher. I note that the Department does not consider 
it advisable to appoint Mrs. Selves and agree that her 
appointment might lead to difficulties between her husband 
and Indians. On the other hand, the scarcity of teachers 
should be taken into consideration, and it might be wise 
to give Mrs. Selves a trial rather than be without a 
teacher.

It is a two-room school but the junior tescher, who is on duty now, 
does not reouire use of the residence as she ifves on a farm about 
two miles from Kettle Point. The school is located on a rood gravel 
road about one-half mile from a paved provincial hichway. It is six 
miles from the town of Forest and about two miles from a country 
store called Ravenswood. 


The enrolment in the senior room for the current academic 
year would be about thirty-five or possibly a few more. You would 
be required to teach grades three to eight inclusive, 


The residence contains a fair-siged basement, kitchen, livinr- 
room and two bedrooms upstairs, It is completely furnished. There 
is also a separate frame woodshed with gararce attached, There is no 
hydro in the school but we intend to have same installed as soon as 
materials become available, It does not have running water but there 
is a good well on the school grounds. The necessary coal and wood 
required to heat the school and residence is paid for by the Indian 
Affairs Branch, When and if hydro is installed it would be a 25 cycle 
service,

The school building is of frame, old and in poor 
condition and will not warrant any expenditure in repairs 
to the building. The building is also inadequate in accom- 
modation being 24' X 15' 6" with 11 foot ceiling which only 
provides space for 16 pupils while there are double that 
number enrolled (32), and an average attendance of 16. 

A resolution of this band under date of September 
6 last requests that a school be built at once, with a re- 
quest from the Agent that living accommodation be provided 
for the teacher. 

It is impossible to erect the building this year, 
arrangements should, however, be made for an early start in 
the Spring.

building at Kettle Point 


The present school house is altogether too small 
for the mumber enrolled. The desks are crowded too closely 
together and it is necessary in some instances to seat three 
pupils at one double desk. The building itself is old and 
rather than spend any money on repairs it would be advisable 
to erect a new school with teacher's residence included. 


The parents are taking more interest in sending 
their children to school and are anxious to have better 
accommodation. 


In this connection it would be as well to give 
gpome consideration to a central school for the two 
reserves. From a casual survey of the situation, I think 
that this is a matter which Schools Branch should give 
careful consideration. There are never more than ten or 
@leven pupils at Stang Point Sahool. This seems to be too 
few to warrant the expense ot upxeep and teacher's selary. 

~The Kettle Point school would be better situated if built 
up on the hill, wear the church. ‘This would bring it much 
closer to-Stony Point reserve end an arrangement could 
probably be made for transportation of pup le daily to the 
school and return. I mention thie only as a suggestion 
for consideration and not as a proposition, which has been 
given careful thought. I do, however, strongly recommend 
a new school for Kettle Point reserve and that the location 
be changed to a more central point.

Mr. Mackensie, both cooked into school matters 
at Kettle voint and Stony roint, a4 I believe that the 
present building at Stony Point should be used as long as 
there are sufficient pupils available to warrant the 
activity. At Kettle Point a combined sehool and reeidence 
should be erected at the first opportunity, on a site near 
the church. ‘The Band Capital Account shows $44,912.08. 
My. Parker informs me that they will be under heavy expenre 
for ronds, ete., during the next few yoars and he recommends 
that a Vote of varliament be seoured. I am trying to 
arrange to have the money provided for the building season 
of 1925.

With reference to the matter of installing 
Hyare service in the Kettle Point School, the Indian 
Agent has informed me that sufficient funds are not 
available for this at the present time. 


I realize that the quoted price for the 
wiring and installation of fixtures was a great deal 
and I have asked the Chambers Jlectric of Sarnia, the 
suggested electricians, for a quotation covering the 
minimum. They have quoted me a price of one hundred 
seventy dollars. ‘his will allow for the required lights 
in the actual class-room and the teacher's residence. 
All outside outlets, cloakrooms, basement, attic aud 
cupboard lights have been eliminated to secure this 
figure. The price will‘inelude six fixtures for the 
sehoolroom at nine dellars each. ‘The amount could be 
lowered by three or four dollars by putting all the 
classroom lights on one-switch but I feel that this 
would be poor economy from the standpoint of the monthly 
bills for electricity as there will be numerous times 
when half the ligits will answer the purpese of lighting 
there. also ineluded in the price will be one fixture 
for the kitchen and one for the hallway of the residence. 
The remainder 1 can supply myself for the time being. 
I shall be gruteful if you will give the 
matter your further consideration. Ll have arranged a 
eourse in visual aid which I am anxious to test this 
winter and have planneu extensive night work with the 
older boys and girls and the parents. Lighting facilities 
woulda be a great help in all this work.

The Deputy Minister. 


I eam in receipt of Mr. Pratt's memorandum of April 
20th, enclosing letter received from Mr. Ross ¥. Gray, M. P.» 
in regard to the inetallation of lighting and heating at the 
Kettle Peint Indian Day Sehool. 


The estimated cost of the installation of a heating 
lant in thie school is $275.00; the cost of wiring and 
ixtures, if a te were made with the Hydro Wlectric 
Commission to suppty the electricity, would be $295.00. This 
means a total cost of $570.00 and no funds have been specifically 
provided in our appropriation this year for this work. 


The Kettle Point Indian Day Sehool is in good condition 
and, at present, ic heated stoves. The teacher's residence 
is lighted by lamps. Artificial light is only required at 
infrequent intervale in the clasercon. The provision for 
lighting and heating at the Kettle Point Seheol compares 
faveurably with other Indian schools throughout the Dominion. 
It is net considered poosoenty o make an exception at this day 
achool providing electric light and, as fear as we are aware, 
the heating arrangements at present in effect keep the classroom 
comfortable. As pointed out above, ne provision has been made 
for any heavy expenditure at thie school during the present 
fiseal year and, in consideration of this fact, 1 enclose a 
draft reply to Mr. Gray.

In making my report on the Kettle Point Indien School I ommitted 
a recommendation relating to school desks. 

I recommend that you provide 8 small movable non-adjustable 
chair-desks, size no. 5. I am of the opinion that there is no advan- 
tege in getting stell desks. The wooden chair desks put out by res- 
ponsible manufacturers are exceedingly durable. And I have observed 
that, as a general rule, adjustable desks are never adjustable. Con- 
sequently I never buy adjustable desks. Desks made of wood are cheaper 
than steel desks and non-adjustable desks are cheaper than the adjustable 
type.

I have your letter of the llth instant in 
which you estimate that the cost of the material 
and labour for repairs at the Kettle Point Indian 
Day School will amount to $117.35. 


For your information I may say that in the 
current year's appropriation we have found it 
possible to provide an amount of $150.00 only for 
repairs and improvements that might be necessary 
at the three schools in the Sarnia Agency. The 
present set up of our estimates makes it impossible 
to expend more than the amount sy cifically provided. 
Consequently before deciding on the suggested 
expenditure at the Kettle Point School I considered 
it advisable to write you again with a view to 
ascertaining if there are any repairs and improvements 
required at the Stony Point and St. Clair Schools. 
If expenditure will be necessary at these schools 
and the amount will probably exceed $32.65 ($150.00 
less suggested expenditure of $117.35 at Kettle Point) 
it will be necessary to reconsider the repairs at 
Kettle Point. In this event possibly it would be 
advisable to defer the painting until next year.

With reference to the enclosed Minute of the 
Regular Monthly Council of the Kettle & Stony Point Band held 
July 21, 1938, Mr. Howard, teacher of the Kettle Point Day School, 
reported the well dry and in bad condition generally. 


Looking back over 1936 records, I find authority 
was given on July 13th to have this well cleaned out and put in 
shape. Vouchers show Ernest Bressette was paid $6.40 on July Wth. 


I am told there is more or less trouble with this 
well and it seems to me the only satisfactory way to correct this con- 
dition would be to drill a new well. However, I would also advise 
that the conditions in this particular locality might make it necessary 
to go down 100 feet before striking rock and there is, of course, al- 
ways the chance of a dry hole, This information I received at an inter- 
view with Mr. Heal, driller, Petrolia. 


It is quite evident something should be done with 
this well. To clean it out again would only mean boosting it perhaps 
for a few months, then again the same trouble. Therefore, I would 
recommend the approvel of $175.00 for the purpose of drilling a new 
well. This amount will take care of the drilling and new casing 


for 100 feet.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 
2nd instant with reference to the well at Kettle Point 
day school. 


It is inferred from the first paragraph 
of your letter that the teacher at the Kettle Point school, 
Mr. Howard, reported the condition of the well to the 
Council. Tf so, he should not have followed such pro- 
cedure. All expenditure in connection with Indian edu- 
cation is paid from appropriation and not from Band Funds. 
Consequently, if there is any matter at an Indian School 
that recuires attention, the tescher should report it to 
you. 


You vill remember last May you ere advised 
regarding the amount specifically provided in the approp- 
riation for repairs and improvements on the three schools 
in the Sarnia Agency. In replying, you made no mention 
that 1t might be necessary to drill a new well at Kettle 
Point. Under these circumstances, it is practically 
tmpossible to provide funds this year for a new well. 


Please visit Kettle Point as soon as you 
can conveniently do so, with a view to ascertaining if 
the present ell could not be cleaned or possibly a fey 
additional lengths of pipe »ould result in water being 
secured.

During our discussion, Mr. Howard mentioned that 
he had erected a wardrobe in one of the upstairs bedrooms en /79%. 
This structure is seven feet long and six feet high and is 
too large to be removed from the residence. Mr. Howard 
states that he paid for this wardrobe himself at a cost of 
$26.90. He is of the opinion that he should be reimbursed 
for this expenditure as it is a necessity in the residence. 
In this connection, I would beg to refer you to Departmental 
letter 29-2-5 of November 5, 1938 in which it was stated 
that payment could not be considered in view of the fact 
that Mr. Howard did not secure any authority for the erection 
of the cabinet.

Re: Kettle Point Day School 


Accompanied by Inspector Arneil, I visited 
the Kettle Point School on Tuesday, May 23. You will remember 
that two proposals were discussed some time ago; namely, 
(1) an addition to the Kettle Point School; (2) erection of 
a new school at some other point on the reserve. 


At the present time there are 57 children of 
school age registered at the Kettle Point School and 3 of 
these will probably not return for the academic year 1944-45, 
but there will be 6 younger children attending for the first 
time. This makes a probable enrolment for the coming academic 
year of 60. Of course, if any of the children from Kettle 
Point now attending the Mount Elgin Residential School were 
discharged and arrangements made to have them attend the day 
school on the reserve, this number would be increased. 


we first checked very carefully the location 
of all the children of school age on the reserve and it was 
found that 4 children live between 2% and 3% miles from the 
Kettle Point Day School; 7 of the children live between 1 
and 2 miles from the school; the remainder live within 1 
mile of the school, many of them within only + or % mile. 


In view of the above, Mr. Arneil, Indian Agent 
MeCracken and myself consider that our best course of action 
is to add another room to the present Kettle Point School. 
This suggestion offers the further advantage that living 
accommodations for the two teachers are available in the 
living quarters at the Kettle Point School. 


{The Indian Agent had already located an Indian 
who resides very close to the Kettle Point School. This man 
is a competent carpenter and has erected several buildings on 
the reserve in a very satisfactory manner. We brought him to 
the school during the course of the afternoon and discussed 
the location of a possible addition. It is felt that an 
addition 24' x 24' on a cement base would be satisfactory. 
The Indian carpenter estimated the cost of the material at 
$900 and the cost of the labour at approximately $800. He, 
himself, expected to receive 75y an hour as foreman-carpenter 
and he stated that he could engage other labour required on 
the reserve at the rate of 50g an hour. He further stated 
that he could erect the addition within a five-week period 
starting July l.

As there is no basement under the Kettle

alternately arrangements could be made for teaching domestic 
science to the girls and manual training to the boys. 


I instructed Mr. McCracken to forward, for 
our consideration, a list of the materials required at the 
earliest possible date. 


Mr. Arneil, the Indian Agent and myself 
are satisfied that this addition will adequately meet the 
needs of the school population at Kettle Point and, as you 
will note from the above, the new classroom can be erected 
at a reasonable cost.

I visited the new classroom at Kettle Point Indian 
Day School last week and found that more equipment is 
necessary. The funds which were sent to cover labour 
were not sufficient to complete all phases of the work. 
The following is a list of work which is still required 
to place the classroom in good condition: 


30 Hooks for children's coats 

2 Shelves for lunches 

1 Coal bin 
Applying second coat of paint to the new 
building 
Setting up new stove and pipes 
Installing blackboards 
Levelling school grounds adjacent to the 
new building for drainage purposes 
Insulating three rooms 
Erection of shelving for teachers books 
Providing three storm doors 

5 Window blinds 


At the present time the blackboard which is being 
ordered through the Government Stationery Office has not 
arrived. This is urgently needed and it would be greatly 
appreciated if steps could be taken to have it forwarded 
without further delay. 


In connection with the purchase of the stove author- 
ized in your letter 29-2-5 of August 21, I would advise 
that box stoves to burn wood are not available. During 
the past few days the weather has been cold and the teacher 
needed some heat in the room. I purchased a Quebec Heater 
which was available and it will use coal instead of wood. 
I had to engage an Indian to set up the stove and he has not 
yet been paid for this labour. A storage for coal is required. 
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(2). 


The total cost of materials and labour in attend- 
ing to the above requirements will be approximately 
$125.00. $85.00 would be for labour and $40.00 would 
cover the materials. If funds are available I suggest 
that a further accountable advance cheque of $85.00 
for labour be forwarded. The materials could be pur- 
chased locally and submitted to the Department for 


payment.

I regret to inform that the two outhouses at 
Kettle Point Indian Day School were damaged quite ex- 
tensively on Halloweten. The buildings were upset which 
resulted in sills, floors and side boards being broken. 
This damage will heve to be repaired immediately and I 
have already instructed an Indian carpenter to perform 
the necessary work. As a result of the buildings being 
upset, very unsanitary conditions prevail at the present 
times I could not persuade any Indian to work in these 
conditions unless one of the buildings is moved to a new 
location. The total cost of moving one outhouse and re- 
pairing both will be $12.00. The moving of the one 
building was more or less necessary 45 the two outhouses 
are too close thus causing confusion between boys and 
girls. I recommend that the Department approve of an 
expenditure of $12.00 to move and repair the toilets. 
When the work has been completed I shell submit a voucher 
to pay the Indian. 


Those responsible for upsetting the buildings 
have not been apprehended. Presumably it was @ group of 
rowdy Indian youths who take delight in damaging property, 
I have igstructed the Indian Constable on the Reserve to 
investigate but it is doubtful if responsibility for the 
damage can definitely be placed on any one party.

I visited Kettle Point Indian Da y School on 
November lst and regret to report that the boys! oute 
house was upset and damaced by Halloweten pranksters 
on October 3lst. The parties responsible for the damage 
have not been determined at the present time, but the 
matter is still being investigated by the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. I have already instructed an Indian to 
reset and repair the building at an estimated cost of 
910.00 for labour. 


In addition to the above I surzest that funds 
be made available to make some minor alterations in the 
Junior cless room. This room is quite crowded at the 
present time and more seating accommodation would result 
if a partition at the back of the room were removed. The 
material in this partition could be used for making a 
cupboard and shelves for school supplies. This should be 
done in the near fiture as storace space for supplies 
has been requested by the teacher. Coat Hangers will have 
to be removed from the present partition and installed on 
the walls. 


Sereen doors and window screens should also be 
taken off and replaced by storm sash . 


It is estimated that $25.00 will be required 
to perform all of the above mentioned work and I recommend

You are aware that hydro has not been made available 
on Kettle Point Reserve due to scarcity of materials and 
insufficient number of Indian applicants for electrical 
service. Some Kettle Point Indians have applied and their 
applications have already been approved but to date the 
number of users per mile is less than the minimum reouired 
by the Hydro-Electric Power Commission to justify erection 
of a new line. The local Hydro official at Forest states 
that it is very unlikely that a new line could be built on 
Kettle Point Reserve in 1948 even if a sufficient number of 
Indian applicants were procured as many white applicants 
have filed applications and are on the waiting list. 


There is little chance of hydro beinr available for 
Kettle Point School and Teachers’ Residence this year unless 
priority over adjacent white localities is secured. If we 
fail to obtain hydro for the school and residence it may be 
auite difficult to ret teachers next September. 


There is an existine line running alone the easterly 
boundary of the Reserve. To get hydro in the school only 
six-tenths of a mile of new line would be recuired. Possibly 
the Education Division could arrange some priority with the 
Hvdro-Electric Power Commission to erect this lenrth of line 
in the near future. Then the school and teachers' residence 
could be wired this summer so that hydro would be installed 
before September lst.

With reference to your letter of the 15th instant, 
our Rural Service Department advises me that while the contract 
for the school and teachers' residence has not yet been received 
from your Department, it understands that the contracts are at 
present in your Department awaiting signature. Upon this under- 
standing, the contract has been placed on the ready list. 


As you probably know, ‘we are making a very strenuous 
effort this year to catch up on our back-log of applicants for 
rural extension. This includes the construction of at least 3400 
miles of line and the connection of approximately 35,000 customers. 
Despite all this activity, we do not anticipate catching up com- 
pletely with the back-log, which will extend into 1949. In order 
to be as fair as possible with all our rural applicants, we have 
had to put each rural operating area on a quota basis. In your 
area we have a quota of 20.88 miles of line to be built this year 
with 54% applicants to be served. 


The result is that unless we obtain extraordinarily 
good operating conditions it will not be possible to reach your 
application this year. As stated previously, however, your appli- 
cation is now on the list and if it is not reached in 1948, it 
certainly will be in 1949. I can assure you that there will be 
the least possible delay in giving this service.
